RIOT WAS 


STARTED 
BY WOMAN 


Twenty Wounded by Re- 
volvers and 50 Miners 


Injured in Melee 


HEADS WERE CRACKED 


By Clubs and Dinner Buckets as 


300 Men Engaged io a 


General Fight. 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 25.—Six con- 


stables, two county detectives and a 
dozen mineis were shot and 50 other 
miners badly hurt in a riot yesterday 
at the Mansfield mine of the Pitts- 
burg Coal Company, a short distance 
from .Carnegie. 
The 
miners man- 


aged to hide all their wounded, so 
the police have been unable to ob- 
tain their names. 


Supporters of Francis Feehan, re- 


cently elected head of a faction of 
the miners, to the number of 
150, 


are said to have attempted to 
pre- 


vent the supporters of President Gib- 
bons from going to work in the mine. 
The Mansfield mine employs about 
700 men. 


For some time past the two fac- 


tions have been jangling, but there 
was no serious outburst until yes- 
terday. The Gibbons supporters, to 
the number of about 500, were en- 
tering the mine when Mrs. 
Katie 


France, wife of one of the 
mine.s. 


armed with a supply of salt and pep- 
per, took up her 
position at 
the 
pit mouth. 


She is alleged to have dashed the 
salt and pepper into the eyes 
of 


some of the miners as they entered 
the mine. 


Also she threw a handful of pep- 


per into the faces of three constables 
standing near by. One of the miners 
threw a stone at her, and this sig- 
nalized the trouble. 


Clubs and dinner buckets danced 


mertily on the heads of the rioting 
factions. 
Finally there 
were fully 


200 miners engaged in the general 
fight. The constables were reinforc- 
ed and peace finally was restored. 
Fully 50 miners came out of the me- 
lee with broken heads. 
They wore 


attended by doctors. 


'At noon the trouble started afresh. 


Chief of County Detectives 
Henry 


Muth was appealed to. He dispatch- 
ed to the scene a detachment of de- 
tectives. 
When they arrived peace 


was finally restored. 
A few minutes 


after their 
arrival, 
however, one 


miner became troublesome and Con- 
stable Cunningham attempted to ar- 
rest him. This precipitated another 
riot. 


Tho detectives were attacked 
by 


the miners and they fired a volley 
of shots into the rioters. 
But the 


riotets surpiisc.l them. 
They, 
too, 


were well armed. 


For fully 80 minutes shots rained 


like 
hailstones. 
Six 
miners 
are 


known to have fallen victims to the 
bullets fired by the police and 
de- 


tectives. 


The miners 
put up a stubborn 


fight, and the detectives had to ap- 
peal to tho sheriff for assistance. 
A 


detachment of deputies was rushed 
to tlie scene. 
After the officers had 


been shot the rioters are said to have 
beaten them "over 
the head 
with 


clubs and stones. 
When Ihc deputy 


sheriffs arrived a volley of shots was 
fired at them by tho rioters and the 
dopulics had to beat a hast\ ictreat. 


Polico from Carnegie 
and other 


adjacent towns were rushed to 
the 
scone. 
Tt was not until two hours 


later that peace was restored. 


The wounded 
miners who 
were 


found last night were sent to hos- 
pitals. 
Fourteen rioters wore 
nr- 


losted. 
Among 
them were 
Mrs. 
France and 
her 
husband, Walter. 


Two charges of assault and battery 
have been preferred against 
Mrs. 


Franco. Serious charges in addition 
to that of rioting also have 
bo°n 


made against the others who 
took 


part in the rioting.

'ELIJAH KIRK STRUCK BY 


INTERURBAN CAR AT HEBRON 


While driving away from his sou's 


place of business ut the grain eleva- 
tor in Hebron Monday evening, Eli- 
jah Kirk, aged 09, was struck by a 
limited intcrurbau car and was criti- 
cally injured. 


Mr. Kirk had 
been 
transacting 


some business about the city and had 
sloped to talk to his son. 
He pulleu 


up his hoises and started away cross- 
ing the tracks of the Ohio Electric 
Railway company. Whether he fail- 
ed to see the car coming orwhether 
the car crew did not see him on the 
tracks until too late to 
apply the 


brakes is not known, but the car hit 
his wagon squarely. It was a rather 
large vehicle drawn by two hoises 
and the horses cleared the tracks. 


but llw wagon was crushed and Mr. 
Kirk wag hurled several feet. 


When picked up by bystanders he 


was touncl to be unconscious, naJ 
was cariied to h^ home nearby and 
physicians failed. 
As soon as po.ssi- 


ble the car was stopped and the ci"w 
hastenol to assist the injured man. 


An 
examination of Mr. Kirk re- 


vealed the fact that he had sevo Ml 
larr." scalj) wounds, but a contus- 
ion on the head and face and proba- 
ble internal injuries are causing the 
greatest anxiety as to his condition. 
His body is badly bruised and it *as 
sometime before he 
regained con- 


sciousness. 
He passed an unrestfal 


night, but Tuesday scorned 
to

more comfortable, although <his con- 
dition is still considered ciitical. 


CONGRESSMAN AT LARGE MAY 


BE ELECTED TO PREVENT AN 


EXTRA SESSION OF LEGISLATURE 


Columbus, O., July 
25.—United 


States Senator Theodore E. BurtJn 
has asked Attorney General T. S. Ho- 
gan for aid in averting the necessity 
for a special session of the legisla- 
ture. 


Senator Burton requests an opin- 


ion as to Ae power of Congress to 
provide, in the absence of a state law 
on the subject, for the nomination of 
candidates for Congressmen at large. 


Acording to the Senator's letter It 


is agreed that Congress has author- 
ity to direct that in states having 
less districts than the full quota of 
•ongressmcu the excess shall be 


elected at large.' 
This is the plan 


whereby Burton believes 
that 
the 


state can be saved from a reconven- 
ing of the legislature for congres- 
sional redistricting. 
The senate is 


ready to adopt the house ratio, which 
would increase the Ohio delegation 
from 21 .to 22. 


There is now no statutory provis- 


ion in Ohio tor the election of a mem- 
ber at large. 
It was proposed to 


remedy this on the last day oi the 
session, but that was lost in the dead 
lock over redistricting plans. Demo- 
cratic congressmen have apparently 
dropped their purpose 
to 
petition 


Governor 
Harmon to convene the 


legislature for a paitisan gerryman- 
der which would protect the Demo- 
cratic seats. Party leaders realize a 
gerrymander is as impossible now as 
•during the six months the legislature 
was in session. 
Democratic leaders 


look upon 
the possibility of extra 


session aa a catastrophe. The opinion 
asked for'by Senator 
Burton 
will 


pi obably go out this week. It can be 
expected to approve the authority of 
Congress to direct that in the ab- 
sence of state law additional Con- 
gressmen shall be elected at large 
and nominated in the same manner 
as a candidate for Governor.

Pretty Beulah Binford 


Tells Story of 


Her Life 


NEGLECTED 
CHILDHOOD 


Blamed for Her Downfall—Harry 


Beattie Is Still In- 


different. 


Richmond, Va., .luly 25.—In her own 


words, this is a pitiful story of 
the 


girl behind Virginia's most sensation- 
al murder: 


"I never knew any better. When I 


was a child my mother was too busy 
to care for me or to tell me what a 
girl should know. Then, when I went 
wrong every body was against me. If 
I tried to live straight somebody would 
discover who and what I was and I 
was pushed down hill again. 
I was 


ready to die for Harry Beattie. But I 
was thinking of Harry's old father and 
his baby wlwn I said I would do that. 
You see Harry had them and a future 
before him while there is nothing in 
sight for me." 


Seated in her cell in the Richmond 


iail 17-year-old Beulah Binford, the 
"other woman" in the *Iife of Henry 
Clav Beattie Jr., held for the murder 
of his beautiful young wife and 
the 


mother of his flve-weeks-old child to- 
day gave her fir°t interview. 
She 


blamed no one and insisted she did 
not want to be bailed out; 
she was 


ready to stay where she was until the 
authorities cleared her of any suspi- 
cion of connection with the dastardly 
cr.me. 
, 
In his cell on another corridor young 


Beattie maintained his placid attitude, 
incessantly smoked 
cigarettes 
and 


strummed on his guitar. His cousin. 
Paul Beattie, who admits he purchased 
the gun with which the claying was 
done is in a state of nervous collapse 
in a cell a few feet away. Both men 
will be put through the "third degree" 
tonight and the police hope then to 
establish the connection between them 
and a third man in the case—who they 
think was paid to commit the actual 
crime. 


Beluah Binford will tell what she 


knows of the murder to 
the 
grand 


jury and will repeat her story in court 
The police by working on her emo- 
tions have brought her around to their 
way of looking at the murder. But all 
she can tell is that Henry Beattie was 
her friend. This was the second anni- 
versary of the death of her and Beat- 
tie's child but she expressed 
no re- 


grets. The baby was better off, that 
was all. 
She denied the report that Beattie, 


tired of his society wife, wanted her 
killed so that he could marry his child- 
hood sweetheart 


"Harry was a good fellow," sho said, 


"but he knew just the kind of girl 1 
was. 
You could hardly expect him to 


marry me. I never did." 


Tho girl was 17 years old yesterday 


and celebrated last night with a din- 
ner served in solitary state in her cell. 
Between times she read "St. Elmo."

The deciee provides that the 


pai ties shall part, but does not permit 
either to remarry. The decree was 
granted on the request of the husband. 


Th« former Princess De Chimay was 


Clara Ward, only and erratic daughter 
of Captain Eber Ward of Detroit. He 
was a lake mariner, but became a ves- 
sel owner and lumberman, and when 
he died, a quarter of a century ago, 
was rated one of the wealthiest men in 
Michigan 
He left a fortune of $4.000.- 


000. 
This fortune he bequeathed to 


Miss Clara, but placed it in the hands 
of trustees. 


At the time of her father's death 


Clara was but a child. She was sent 
to Paris to complete her education. 
She liked France so well that she con- 
tinued her residence here after her 
schooling was done. 


At the age of 17 she met Prince De 


Chimay, a Belgian nobleman, and mar- 


ried him without much ado. That was 
20 years ago. They 
resided *>n the 


Prince's estates in Belgium and 
ii 


Paris for a few years or 
until in i 


Paris cafe one day, the Princess met 
and became enamored of Rigo, Hun- 
garian violinist. It did not take hei 
long to elope with him. The Princt 
got a divorce. Then 
the 
Princess 


wedded Rigo. 


Her fortune was not in her control, 


and when the executors of her father's 
trust heard of her escapade they made 
money scarce for her. Orriii W. Pot- 
ter of Chicago is the executor. 


Rigo and Clara went to America to 


try to pick up some coin, the violinist 
returning to his vocation of fiddling in 
restaurants when he discovered that 
the Ward millions were not at his dis- 
posal. Clara tried to break into stage- 
land, but did not succeed. She was in 
Detroit for a couple of days, but in 
strict_ seclusion. She began a lawsuit 
to gain control of her resources, but il 
failed. About that time she soured on 
the fiddler and eloped again with M 
Ricciardi. 


MEN WHO WRECKED TRAIN 


CARRYING TROOPS 
ARE 


SOON TO BE APPREHENDED 


Belle Valley, July 25.—After almost 


one year has elapsed since the wreck- 
ing at this place of the Marietta Di- 
vision special, which was carrying 
Troop B Cavalry and the 8th Regi- 
ment O. N G. from "their camp in 
Marietta to Columbus for duty in the 
street car strike, the men responsible 
for the dastardly deed are to be appre- 
hended and punished. 


The wreck occurred early Sunday 


morning. July 31. 1910. when "Engine 
No. X-321, in charge of Engineer Wm. 
A. Allison of Cambridge, ran into a 
switch which had been 
opened and 


crashed into cars loaded with brick. As 
the train was running at a high rate 
of speed the result was appalling and 
how the men's lives were saved can 
be explained only as bv direct inter- 
vention of the 
Almighty. 
Several 


horses were killed, many wounded and 
18 men were more or less injured. 


Ever since the morning of the wreck 


the Pennsylvania company has had de- 
tectives at work here. It will be re- 
called that a few weeks later one Hen- 
ry Fuggitt, a young miner, was arrest- 
ed and placed in jail at Marietta. He 
was released after a hearing, and as 
far as the public knew the entire mat- 
ter was dropped. Nothing more had

Are Carried Out 


$10,000,000 
CONCERN 


Will be Used as a Holding Com- 


pany for Stocks of the Two 


Trusts. 


Xew York, July 25.—That behind the 


recent formation of the $10,000,000 Na- 
tional City company, controlled by the 
National City bank, is a plan to nulli- 
fy the effect of the reorganization order 
of the Supreme court in the Standard 
Oil and Tobacco Trust cases was the 
declaration in Wall street today. 


The new company according' to the 


final sharps is to be used as a holding 
company for shares of the two big con- 
victed trusts. 


The companies will be" split up into 


their integral parts, to conform with 
the decision of the Supreme" court, it 
Is reported, but control of each one of 
them may be retained indirectly by 
the National City company and 
ttie 


financiers associated with it. Stocks 
of the National City bank and the Na- 
tional City company are interlocked 
under the plan of distribution of the 
shares of the new concern which is ex- 
clusively a National City bank com- 
rany. 


An owner of stock in the National 


City company cannot sell that stock 
without at the same time parting with 
his bank stock. And the National City 
bank stock is considered such a gold 
mine that no owner of it ever sells. 


When the reorganization plans of 


the Standard Oil and American Tobac- 
co companies are 
announced Wall 


Street believes it will be found that the 
stocks of all of the companies compos- 
ing the trusts will be turned back to 
the owners with 
an 
inter-locking 


clause therein. This will prevent sell- 
ing of .stock in a single company but 
holde'rs must sell all or none. 


A holding company will be formed 


to take over the surplus shares of all 
of the companies and the shares of this 
concern, it is said, will be transferred 
to the National City company as trus- 
tee. 


The National City company's shares 


are already being voted by three trus- 
tees, two of whom are Frank Vander- 
lip and James Stillman. 
Hence, 
if 


the company is made trustee for the 
holding company, these trustees will 
be made what are now the oil and the 
tobacco trusts. 


By this plan persons actually out- 


side of the oil and tobacco combina- 
tion would rule the destinies of those 
companies and there would be 
no 


trust, as a trust is now designated. 


The Rockefeller interests control the 


National City bank and the new Na- 
tional Citv company. T7,ey are also 
large holders of stock of the American 
Tobacco company. They are thus in 
a position to do as they please and if 
they decide that their new $10,000,000 
concern shall virtually administer tho, 
affairs of companies, capitalized and 
with resources running into the hun- 
dreds of millions, they will be able to 
do so.

How to Prevent Finger Cracks. 


The troublesome cracks that 


sometimes come in the fingers 
near tbe nulls are best treated 
by applying a small piece of sur- 
geon's plaster over the place un- 
til healed. The cracks can be 
prevented by frequently soaking 
the linger ends iu warm oil, and 
oil of some kind should be ap- 
plied immediately after taking 
the hands out of water.
